FT say that their disease is imecuradie, 
pecause those who are best acquainted with the 
tribe are of the opinion that all the offices and 
revenues of the state would not be sufficient to 
extinguish its rage, and that all the waters of 
the Manhattan Company could not wash away 
all its pollution. — 

In short, the tribe, having collected all the 
bad qualities of civilized and uncivilized man that 
the hand of opportunity has placed within its 
reach during the last century, may well be set 
down as richly deserving the attention of the 
eccentric traveller, and as presenting one of the 
most curious subjects for speculation and re- 
search that has for ages been furnished to the 
eves of the wondering philosopher. It is the 
chief among the strange things which exist in 
this western hemisphere. Horned frogs, prarie 
dogs, and even salt mountains fall into insignifi- 
cance before this amazing race of men.
